Welcome back to school everybody! The spring semester is already 
upon us!! Even though this semester is just beginning, now is the time 
to already begin thinking about next fall. There are many opportunities 
to become involved during the 1986-'87 school year, one of which is to 
become a Health Advocate. Being a Health Advocate is an excellent oppor- 
tunity to serve your fellow students and your school. 

The purpose of MSMC ' s Health Advocate program is to assist the members 
of the Mount community in advancing and promoting their health and general 
well-being. The program exists to support and promote health education 
and awareness, to train and educate others in personal health care, and 
to encourage personal health development of the members of the college 
community. Health Advocates are specially trained in first aid and CPR 
and are therefore qualified to provide aid in emergency situations as well 
as to help with more minor medical cases. The Health Advocates have first 
aid kits in their rooms and are available on a 24 hour "on-call" basis 
for anyone who needs medical attention. Even if you don't need any medical 
treatment, they also can help answer questions regarding health and medical 
issues. But, being a Health Advocate involves much more. They are trained 
in peer counseling which makes them capable of helping students with per- 
sonal concerns and problems; they're always willing to lend an ear! 

In addition to helping others, you'll also inevitably develop leader- 
ship qualities and strengthen your communication and interpersonal skills. 
Other responsibilities include assisting in planning, organizing, and 
implementing health education programs and speakers on campus. Health 
Advocates also have the opportunity to work in the Health Services Office 
to gain exposure and experience in working with trained professionals. 
This experience is invaluable for those who are majoring in a medically- 
related field . 

So, anyone interested in promoting the medical and psychological wel- 
fare of the school should seriously consider becoming a Health Advocate.

Helen Deese of the English Department attended the 20th century Literature Conference 
at the U of Louisville from Feb 26 - 28. She read a paper titled "Robert Lowell's Use 
of the Visual Arts in 'Epilogue'". Her research is supported by a Faculty Research 
Grant from the College, and the paper is part of a longer essay Dr. Deese has written 
on Robert Lowell 's use of the visual arts in his poetry. The essay will appear in a 
book titled "Robert TiOwell: New Essays on the Poetry" that Dr. Deese is editing with 
Professor Steven G. Axel rod of ICR in November. 

From March 31 - April 6 Dr. Deese was in West Berlin at the World Shakespeare 
Conference.

1. GIVE INSTRUCTORS ENOUGH TIME TO WRITE YOUR LETTER. 

They are glad to help you, but dropping off an address in 
the morning and saying that the deadline for mailing is 
that afternoon is not only unfair to the instructor but 
disastrous for your chances of getting what you're apply- 
ing for. 

2. GIVE INSTRUCTORS YOUfcFULL NAME. 

Your form may be the fourth one received that day, so be 
sure your full name is on it and that you've filled in all 
the appropriate blanks. 

3. LET INSTRUCTORS KNOW WHY YOU NEED THE LETTER. 

Is it for a scholarship, internship, job, acceptance to^gradu- 
ate school? It makes a difference for the person writing 
the letter. 

4. REMIND INSTRUCTORS ABOUT YOUR ACTIVITIES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 
Your history or chemistry teacher may not know about your 
ASB involvement or your volunteer work at Juvenile Hall, 

so jot down this information for them, and your letter will 
be much more interesting — and much more descriptive of you. 

5. PROVIDE A CLEAN, FRESH, ADDRESSED, AND STAMPED ENVELOPE. 
You dont want your letter to arrive in a tacky envelope 
because that makes you look tacky, too. And if instructors 
take time to write a recommendation, you wouldn't want them 
to spring for the postage, would you?
